Oklahoma City, November 19.—J. | 
C. Walton wag elected governor of | 
Oklahoma last November and took the | 
eath of office January 8 From the | 
time ke entered the race for the dem- 
ocratie nomination, his public life ras 
been a series of sensations. 

Kicked by the farm anil labor | 
groups represented by the Resonstruc: | 
tion League, Mr, Walton plungei into | 
a campaign for the democratic nomt- 
nation. 

The campaign was bitter. 
was branded a radical. 

Old bine democrats protested that | 
Walton was an interloper. Walton, | 
however, maintained his democratic | 
affiliation, denied the charges of rad- 
icalism and stood out flat-footed for | 
the farmer and laborer. He defeated 
two opponents by a substantial ma- | 
jority. His campaign for election was | 
a repetition of the primary fight. Wal- | 
ton was elected but. he trailed his 
ticket by many thousand votes. A 
monster celebration was held January | 
9 and 10 in connection with his inau- 
guration at the state fair grounds in 
Oklahoma City. 

Had 100,000 Guests. 

More than 100,000 persons thronged 
the grounds, heard Walton take his 
loath of office, danced and made mer- 
ry and topped it off with a meal of 
barbecue meat from smoking pits 
more than a mile long.

Three Plead Guilty.

A strong protest came from the 
press when the governor suspended 
the writ of habeas corpus, and for 
a time placed a military censor in the 
offices of the Tulsa Tribune and tbe 
Henrietta Free Lance. The censors 
were soon removed and the habeas 
corpus suspension was never brought 
to a test in court, prisoners being re- 
leased. 

On September 15, at midnight, the 
executive issued a proclamation plac- 
ing the entire state under marial law.

At once Governor Walton issued 
a proclamation indefinitely postpon- 
ing the election. He issued a statement 
that the entire force of his state po- 
lice, which he said numberer 22,0UU, 
would be in the field to bar the elec: 
tion and that the whole of the Okla- 
homa National Guard, which with 
volunteers he declared numbered 
79,000, would be on duty to prevent 
rioting. 

Throughout the state generally of- 
ficials who had been ordered to stop 
the election gave no heed to the gov- 
ernors order. Sheriffs recruited their 
forces by deputizing thousands of 
~ aaa and the election passed quiet- 
y. : 

The vote was overwhelmingly in favor 
of the legislative amendment. Un the 
authority of the election a call was 
issued for a session to convene O-- 
tober 17, but Governor Walton inter- 
rupted their plans by summoning them 
in extraordinary sessions October 11. 

The call for the session was accept- 
ed as the approach to the climax, and 
there was no surprise when the lower 
house presented 22 articles of im- 
peachment to the senate for trial.

The ambassadors chose two alter- 
native texts, which they proposed 
to submit to their governments for 
approval. Both of these texts make 
it clear to the Germans that the allies 
mean that the military clauses of the 
Treaty of Versailles shall be carried 
out and that the inter-allied military 
control mission in Germany shall be 
allowed to function under adequate 
protection. 

No Penalties Named. 

Neither of the texts, however, 
mentioned the penalfies the allies 
would apply in case of the refusal by 
the German government to give a sat- 
isfactory reply, it being left implied 
as a matter of course that some co- 
ercive action would follow such re- 
fusal. This appears to have sattsfi- 
ed the French, since the cabinet 
meeting later approved Premier Poin- 
cares attitude, which could scarcely 
be separated from the attitude of 
Jules Cambon. who took a_ leading 
part in bringing about the compro- 
mise. 

While the French eabinet was de- 
liberating, Lord Crewe and Baron 
d’Hestroy communicated the texts to 
their respective governments by tele- 
phone.

Leave Loophole for France. 

The arguments which induced the 
French to make their concessions are 
understood to haye been that a com- 
prom'se tex. of the note to Germany 
would leave the way open for them 
to act later if they saw fit, that none 
of the French rights under the treaty 
were sacrificed and that the note 
was such as to make the German 
government understand that the al- 
lies would insist upon all their pre- 
rogatives. 

The lapses. in Premier Poincare’s 
speech ‘yesterday which appeared to 
make him say that the French would 
occupy the Ruhr until all the clauses 
of the treaty were executed and se- 
curity for France amply guaranteed 
were much commented upon in dip- 
lomatic circles, as was the official 
note issued by the foreign office cor- 
recting the text of the speech.

It was made clear at the foreign 
office that the premier never had in 
mind the occupation of the Ruhr un- 
til the security of France was guar- 
anteed, but that when -he referred to 
the occupied territery he meant the 
territory expressivy mentioned in the 
treaty—that is, the left bank of the 
Rhine, including the bridgeheads.

Party leaders and representatives 
from the occupied areas, invifed as 
special guests, took part in today’s de- 
bate, the chancellor having taken the 
position that the issues must be tlis- 
cussed with local elements and that 
the committee on foreign relations was 
a competent body, in that the impend- 
ing solution was closely wrapped up 
with Germany's foreign relations. 


Would Urge Loyalty. 
The concensus in the ranks of all 


Rhineland and the Ruhr are lost as 
far as Germany's ability to assert and 
maintain complete sovereign rights 
over both areas concerned, and that 
ways and means must be devised to 
forestall their complete political de- 
tachment or permanent loss to the re- 
public. 

“If the Rhineland and the occupied

Washington, November 19.—The 
estavusbment of branch houses in tse 
disterent states wuere mouwen picture 
tums may come to rest pbelore pe:ng 
p.aced on exhivition does not reiieve 
tuat industry of its interstate feature, 
the supreme court announced today 
in a case from Umaha, Neb., brought 
vy Charies &. Binderup. 

It was conienued in behalf of the 
Pathe exchange and other distrivu- 
tovs that tne federal government was 
without jurisdiction in the proceeding 
which Binuerup brought under the 
Suerman anti-trust law for’ the rea- 
son that, although the films were 
transported from state to state, they 
passed out of interstate commerce he- 
fore being distributed for exhibition 
purposes by the branch hdéuses in Ne 
braska. The lower federal courts 
took that view, but the supreme 
court,inanopinion by Justice Suth- 
erland, held that the federal laws did 
apply to such transactions as those 
complained of by Binderup. 

Pointing out that the contracts 
made by Binderup with the distribu- 
tors contemplated the leasing of a 
commodity manufactured in one-state 
to be transported and used in another, 
Justice Sutherland declared that the 
business of the distributors was clear- 
ly interstate. “This business,” he as- 
serted, “consisted of manufacturing 
the commodity in one state, finding 
customers for it in other states. mak- 
ing contracts of lease with them, and 
transporting the commodity leased 
from the state of mannfacture into 
the states of the lessees.” 

“If the commodity were consigned 
directly to the lessees,” he added, 
“the interstate character of the com- 
merce throughout would not be dis 
puted ” 

The circumstance that in the course 
of the process the commodity is con 
signed to a local agency of the dis- 
tributors to be held until delivery to 
the lessee in the state, does not, the 
court ‘declared, put an end to the 
interstate character of the transac: 
tion and dees not transform it into 
one wurely intrastate, 

“The immediate delivery to the 
agency did not end and was not in 
tended to end the movement of the 
commoditr.” Justice Sutherland 
stated. “It was merely halted as a

crossings at Pryor street and at ' ‘en- 
trai avenue by construction of via- 
ducts at those points. 

This action was taken following a 
talk by W. C. Spiker, of the engi- 
neering firm of Spiker & Lose, on the 
advisability of building the viaducts, 
and a talk by W. A. Hansell, chief 
of construction, on the improvement in 
traffic conditions which would result 
from closing the underpass which 
ieads from Courtland street directly in | 
front of Boys’ High school to the De- | 
catur street level beneath. 

Final Action Deferred. 


The legislature was asked during 
the summer session to authorize con- 
struction of viaducts at Pryor street 
and at Céntral avenue, but final ac 
tion was never taken and the matter 
Was passed over to the next session. 

The firm of Spiker & Lose was re- 
cently employed to make a preliminary 
study and estimate of the cost of 
the project, and consequently Mr. 
Spiker was in position to give the engi- 
neers a very informative talk on the 
subject. ‘The undertaking was out- 
lined to the engineers, meeting at the 
Ansley hotel for their monthly lunch- 
eon, as follows: 

“Starting approximately at Broad 
and Forsyth streets, lower the rail- 
roads gradually to a maximum of tour 
feet at Pryor street and Central ave 
nue, returning again to present grade 
so as not to conflict with connections 
to large freight warehouses or with 
Piedmont avenue eee, 3 This can 
be done with a maximu: ade of ap- 
proximately 1-2 per cent on tracks and 


tions to stores or warehouses, 
“Begin approximately at Edgewood 
avenue on Pryor and Ivy streets, rise 
cradually over the depressed tracks 
on Central avenue and Pryor streets 
and come back to present grades ap- 
proximately at Whitehall! street. This 
can be done with @& maximum street 
crade of 5 per cent, which maximutr, 
grade cccurs for a short distance only 
south of railroads on Central avenue. 


Would Make Two Levels. 


The new grades on Central avence 
und Pryor street would pass over 
‘Alabama street and the two would 
be connected on Alabama street, mak- 
ing two levels on Alabama street from 
Central avenue nearly to Whitehail 
and providing for eventually building 
a subway under Alabama street to 
Madison avenue; thus connecting the 
present two stations and nearly all 
freight stations by sub-street passage. 
The grade on Hunter street would be 
raised five or six feet, thus ejiminat- 
ing a very bad grade on Hunter be- 
tween Pryor and Whitehall and 
greatly improving Hunter _ street 
grade approaching Capitol. 

“Wall street would be double deck- 
ed from Central avenue to Whitehall. 

“The grade on Decatur street would 
be slightly raised from near Five 
Points to a point near Washington 
viaduct. We are of the opinion that 
when this work is carried out, a study 
should be made contemplating the 
raising of a section of Fulgewood ave- 
nue, and by so doing, improving the 
grade in front of the city auditorium. 

“Some people have confused the 
present proposed in@provement with 
the “Plaza’”’ plan. It is important to 
note that the present improvement is 
a comparatively simple and much 
more urgent proposition. One of the 
main objects of the Plaza was the 
elimination of smoke and gas from 
the streets. It is now well known that 
the only successful way to eliminate | 
locomotive smoke and gas is to elec- | 
trify. The only way to secure elec- 
trification of the railroads is to wait 
till the railroads can be _ operated 
cheaper electrically than by smoke 
and cinders or unfi] the public is wil- 
ling to pay the extra cost.”

The proper way to shift the ball 
fis to push the ball across the body 
while grasping one end of it with the 
hand which originally held the bali and 
grasp it with the free arm as the 
shift is being made. The shift should 
never be made when in a mass of play- 
ers because one arm is likely to be 
jerked away. during the shift and re- 
sult in a fumble. When the runner 
is in the open field, shifting the ball 
quickly is advantageous in order to 
use the occupied arm to ward off a 
tackler, because a tackler will usually 
dart from the side on which the back 
caries the ball in order to avoid the 
stiff-arm. :

during the war. The Swift claim, 
the government brief asserts, repre- 
sents “built up” charges, many of 
which were improper and contain “ag- 
gravated losses” and “pyramided” 
production costs. All efforts by the 
government to determine the produc- 
tion costs have failed, the brief adds, 
and it says it doubts whether the 
true damages, if any, ever can be as- 
certained.

19.—(Spe- 
cial.j}—Let the Ku Klux Klan live 
up te the standard set for it by Im- 
perial Wizard Evans in a recent ad- 
dress, Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the 
United States. district court told the 
grand jury here this morning, and no 
court in the land will find cause for 


‘quarre) with anything the klan may 


do. 

Reading from an address purported 
to have been delivered by the klan of- 
ficial at the annual meeting of the 
organization in Asheville, N. C., last 
summer, Judge Sibley called especial 
attention to aportion of the talk 
under the caption “Law Enforce 
ment.” A part of the paragraph 
S2ys: 

“We have not been appointed by 
Almighty God or by the imperial 
wizard to go out meddling in other 
peoples’ business. Our duty is to get 
behind the constituted authorities of 
the law as each of you has sworn to 
do. Let’s get a national law enforce- 
ment program—let’s fix it so people 
wil] have to go to the penitentiary for 
violating the law. You can not en 
force laws in the form of a super- 
government. The. first time one of 
yeur klansmen violates the law, thus 
breaking his obligation, let us admin- 
ister on him as a klansman for break- 
ing his obligation. Let us get him out- 
side the klan and let the judge and 
jury and the penitentiary take care 
of him.” 

“There is no word in what I have 
read,” Judge Sibley told the grand 
jury, “to which every law abiding 
citizen everywhere ean not subscribe. 
If this is the real intent of the klan 
and klansmen generally will live up 
to this standard, the organization wil] 
prove a power for good.” 

That the public will have to “be 
shown” that this is the attitude of 
klansmen generally, however, the 
judge intimated in no uncertain 
terms. He pointed out that the kilan 
as an organization can prove its ac 
ceptance of its official’s interpreta- 
tion of its mission by honestly and 
sincerely helping to bring recreant 
klan members and others to justice
